~ DUTCH ESTABLISH 
FAST BORNED AS 0 
SELF-GOVERNING 


Speech by Van Mook Sug- 
gests Coming Split of 
Former Territory of 
the Republic.

BATAVIA, Aug. 27 (AP)—The 
Netherlands took another step yes- 
terday toward formation of a pro- 
jected United States of Indonesia 
by establishing the self-governing 
territory of East Borneo: 

West Borneo and East Inddne- 
sia already have been set up as 
self-governing territories by the 
Dutch. 

Acting Governor General Huber- 
tus J. Van Mook flew to Samarin- 
da to install the first federal cotn- 
cil of the new territory, which em- 
braces the whole eastern section 
of the great island of Borneo, in- 
cluding the rich oil-producing ro- 
gions of Balikpapan and Tarakan, 
both scenes of wartime battles 
with the Japanese, 

An indication that Dutch plans 
for the future government include 
a split of former territory of the 
Indonesian Py og was given in 
the speech of Van Mock who said 
Today's ceremony is another 
step toward the constitutional re- 
organization of Borneo and the 
whole of Indonesia.

in a federated world,“ he said. 
„There is no need for a supra-na- 
tional government to interfere in 
internal economic affairs of any 
nation.” 

Weakness of Confederations. 

Describing the United Nations 
as a confederation, Prof, Johnson 
said that it was subject to the 
same weakness as other confedera- 
[tions in history, such as the 
United States under the Articles 
of Confederation and the League 
of Nations. “They work only as 
long as the individual „states are 
willing to co-operate,” he said. 
“Quarrels over fundamental vested 
interests invariably come, and they 
invariably destroy the confedera- 
tion.” 

He recommended changing 
[United Nations from a confedera- 
tion to a world government, Con- 
ditions in world affairs today are 
much as they were in the United 
States under the Articles of Con- 
federation, before adoption of the 
Constitution, he asserted. Under 
the Articles, Rhode Island “wield- 
ed the yeto” just as Russia does 
today, he said. 

Johnson called for a change in 
thinking, on the problem of sov- 
ereignty. He said that it should 
be considered as belonging to the 
people, not to the various nations. 
From that viewpoint, he aaid, 
there is no yielding of sovereignty 
in a nation joining in a world 
government. Rather it is a reap- 
portionment of their powers by the 
people, he contended. 

World Government Urged. 
Thomas Hughes, former presi- 
dent of Student: Federalists, who 
will leave next month for England 
as a Rhodes Scholar, asserted that 
a federal world government with 
limited powers is the only alterna- 
tive to a catastrophic world arma- 
ment race, 

“Once the Soviet Union and the 
United States find themselves in- 
volved in a rigid power race there 
will be little chance of turnin 
back,” Hughes said. “America 
has the burden of leadership be- 
cause she has the power. If she 
fails to use her opportunity to 
propose the immediate strengthen- 
ing of the United Nations, she will 
abdicate’ her responsibility in a 
callous disregard of her obliga- 
tions, Victory or defeat in World 
War III would be indistinguish- 
able.” 

Thomas P. Neill, assistant pro- 
fessor of history at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, discussed the problems in 
building democracy. He_ asserted 
that the spirit of democracy, as 
found in United States and the 
British Commonwealth, was far 
more important than the machin- 
ery. Japan, he said, is being given 
the machinery of democracy, but 
shows only superficial evidences 
of real democracy, which will take 
a long time to build.

RUSSIAN PAPER 
REPORTS 43,963-FT. 
PARACHUTE JUMP 


MOSCOW, Aug. 27 (AP) — The 
official newspaper Izvestia said 
today that Lt. Col. Vasily Roman- 
yuk had established a new world 
record with a parachute jump of 
43,963 feet, or more than eight 
miles. It was hig 1578th- leap, 
(Available reference books list 
no parachute records.) 
Romanyuk was reported to 
have made jumps with two com- 
panions from planes based on a 
middle Volga airport. Capt. N. A. 
Gladikov was said to have jumped 
40,157 feet and Capt. A. A. Petke- 
vitch 41,076 feet. 

Izvestia quoted Romanyuk as 
saying: 

“My comrades and I trained for 
over two months. We not only 
wanted to set new records but to 
discover the influence of the 
stratosphere ..on organisms at 
great heights, and to check para- 
chute and oxygen equipment made 
in Soviet factories. 

“It was minus 58 degrees centi- 
grade cold (72.4 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit). In the begin- 
ning, I felt I was just hanging in 
the air, the land was so far 
away. I landed after 21 minutes. 
I felt all right after the jump. 
“The oxygen instruments and 
all equipment worked well.”

About six times the usual num- 
ber of customs and immigration 
officials examined the pasengers 
before they boarded the luxury 
liner. Policewomen were assigned 
to search women passengers, the 
first time such rigorous measures! 
had been invoked here. 

A currency regulation invoked 
last week as a part of the auster- 
ity program limits outbound trav- 
elers to $20 in British money. Cus- 
toms officials said money taken 
from the passengers would be re- 
turned through banking channels. 
They made no report immediately 
on the results of the examination.

He 
thus indicated that if his doctors 
say he should slow down he will 
give up the more strenuous of his 
two posts—the party charmanship. 


announced well in advance of the 
national committee meeting which 
Hannegan said he would call for 
some time in October to pick a 
date and site for the 1948 national 
convention, 

Although the committee selects 
its own chairman, President Tru- 
man actually will do the choosing 
for the committee’s ratification if 
Hannegan decides to step down. 

The President is said to favor 
Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
for the job of directing the 1948 
presidential campaign for the 
Democrats, but some party. offi- 
cers said today they believe the 
Anderson boom is cooling off. 

Another possibility for the post 
is said to be Gael Sullivan, execu- 
jtive director of the committee. 
Sullivan is said tg be backed by 
Hannegan. 

(An International News Service 
dispatch said Anderson would re- 
sign as Secretary of Agriculture 
to accept the party: post and that 
Chester C. Davis, head of the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank, was 
being mentioned in some quarters 
as a possible appointee to the 
Agriculture post.) 

While associates of Anderson 
say his health might not permit 
him to take on such an active 
party role, there have been reports 
that the Agriculture Secretary may. 
want to run for the Senate from 
New Mexico or may ‘have vice 
presidential ambitions. 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, who comes up for re-elec- 
tion hext year, has given no indi- 
cation that he will seek another 
term and some Democratic Sena- 
tors say the President probably 
will want Hatch to stay in the 
Senate. 

Hatch told a reporter yesterday 
he is confident Anderson will take 
the party chairmanship if he is 
asked to do so. 

“I am certain,” he said, “that 
like the good soldier he is, Sec- 
retary Anderson will take the job 
and resign his cabinet. place.” 

Hannegan visited party head- 
quarters late yesterday for the 
first time in many months. He 
began taking treatment for high 
blood pressure last December, un- 
derwent an operation in March, 
and since has been resting in 
Florida, California and Hawaii. He 
had several talks with Anderson 
while in Hawaii. 

He saw President Truman be- 
fore going to the committee offices 
but declined afterward to throw 
any light on his plans. : 

Asked-by reporters at the White 
House whether he is planning to 
resign, Hannegan replied: 

“I had a private and personal 
conversation with the President. 
That is all I have to say.” 

To a question as to how long he 
would be in Washington, Hanne- 
gan smiled and said: “I'll be here 
for quite some time.” 

Asked if there would be an an- 
nouncement soon from the White 
House or the Democratic National 
Committee, he said: “I can’t an- 
swer that.” 

He said he expects to see Brig. 
Gen. Wallace Graham, the Presi-. 
dent’s physician; for a physical 
check-up soon and probably will 
‘see the President again before the 
latter leaves for the windup of the 
inter-American defense conference 
at Rio de Janeiro.

It burns me up to read letters pro- 
testing against the entrance of DPs into 
this country “because of the housing 
shortage and the great tragedy of vets 
without homes.”

Something is 
wrong somewhere if thousands of our 
boys, plus hundreds of thousands of 
family members, plus millions of indig- 
mant other citizens, plus several organ- 
izations of veterans, plus organization 
leaders, can’t force the issue of housing, 

Yes, it burned me up to hear Omar 
Ketchum, national legislative officer of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars, say over 

the radio that every DP “could go home 
and help build up. his country”—as 
though every Tom, Dick and Harry 
could just say to Mr. Tito he ain't ap- 
proving of his ways a-tall, and wanted 
to start right away building Yugoslavia 
(or Poland, or whatever the country 
may be) in an entirely different, anti- 
eommunistic, democratic way. To de- 

eve one minute this is possible, while 
millions of Americans can’t accomplish 
anything for the veterans here, with 
their very own Government, their duly 
elected Congress, simply means consid- 
ering every DP a Superman and every 
American a mouse, 


Boys, condemning a couple of hun- 
dred thousand people to death won't 
solve your problem. That's just dema- 
gogit bunk. Go ahead and fight for 
your rights, the nation’s behind you— 
except probably those whose money in- 
terests would be hurt by having your 
homes built—and don’t let anyone tell 
you differently. You can see the mat- 
ter through if you really want to, And 
get as many DPs over as you can—

Dr. Compton and Racism 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was flabbergasted to redd that Dr. 
Daniel A. Poling took time out to praise 
an article entitled “To Survive We Must 
Serve,” written for the Rotarian maga- 
zine by Dr. Arthur H. Compton, chan- 
cellor of Washington University. 


For the first time in a father long life 
I am a white resident in a Southern city 
—St. Louis—with all the implications 
that has for one who is a friend of the 
Negro and his rightful aspirations. I 
am therefore all the more astounded 
that Dr. Poling chose to single out Dr. 
Compton's article; for if the latter means 
anything it demands social-mindedness 
of a sort not even being elementarily | 
practiced at Dr. Compton's own univer- 
sity. I refer to the fact that Washing- 
ton University refuses to admit Negro 
undergraduate students; 
ugly rumor that recently the faculty 
took a poll and unregenerately regis- 
tered itself 99 per cent in favor of con- 
tinued non-admittance of Negroes. 
(Washington University recently adopt- 
ed the sony Be of admitting Negroes to 
its Medical ool—Editor’s Note.) 

In view of these things, which Ccer-

industry now going on in London. 

The problem of industry in Germany, with 
particular reference to the Ruhr, is one which 
should have had the concerted attention of the 
Allies many months ago. It is, in fact, a serious 
reproach to the victorious nations occupying 


Germany that so little has been done on a joint 
, basis in such a long time. 


While it does not excuse slowness on the 
part of the American and British’ gov- 
ernmments in Germany, it does l their 
course to say that they were waiting for Russia 
and France to co-operate. To Americans and 
British it was inconceivable that France and Rus- 
sia should refuse to participate in a genuine co- 
ordination and revival of German industrial 


plant and materials. “t 


The French reluctance to agree to restoration 
of German industry generally reflects France’s 
intimate acquaintance. with history. German 
troops have overrun Northern France: three times 
in 70 years—an average of once every 23 years. 
The French do not want fo see anything happen 
which may. start to build the Germans up for 


their fourth try in a century. So, Bidault right- 


ly opposes a strong central government structure 
in Germany that would revive the old internal 
machinery or create a setup for the Communists. 

Just how far the French are now ready to go 
should come out at London. They at least are 
willing to take up the problem, to look it over 
in the presence of the Americans and British 
and to exchange views. That is little.enough, but 
it is infinitely more than the Russians will do. 
The Soviets not only will not participate, but they 
have already disavowed anything their three re- 
cent wartime Allies may do. 

The Kremlin tells us formally that it has “noted 
press reports to, the effect that at present the 
United States and Great Britain are negotiating 
for a revision of the plan for the level of indus- 
trial production in Germany.” (Italics ours). Thus, 


shrugging off any responsibility for taking part, 


the Soviets remind us that “decisions may only 
be taken with the consent of the four powers oc- 
cupying Germany.” 

The Soviet Army newspaper in Germany, the 
Taegliche Rundschau, is even blunter. The talks 
on the Ruhr in Washington and the three-power 
meeting in London are “without significance” | 
ee ee eae Dae He OE 
part. 

This is what the United States is up against in 
Germany. The problem of handling a blasted, 
broken, hopeless German people is made in- 
finitely worse by the refusal of the. Russians, al- 
most from V-E day itself, to co-operate. — 

The realities in Germany are as Marquis Childs 
states them today in the first of his reports from 


“Berlin, on the page opposite this one. Germany 


is dismembered into zones which divide up in- 
dustry, food production, scenery and so. on. It 
is an unreal condition both economically and so- 
cially, We can get an idea of what it would be 
like if the much larger United States were so 


partitioned and put under separate powers with © 


differing ideas and aims. 
Vet the foreseeable alternative would be a 


great deal worse, n

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Trouble in the Craneey 
Drouth and flood have reduced the corn crop 


to the lowest level since 1936. This is bad news 


from any point of view. It means loss of la- 
bor, and, in spite of higher prices, some loss of 
money income to farmers, Meat and dairy costs 
will hurt city families’ pocketbooks even more 
than they do now. The shortage of corn puts 
more dependence on wheat, in which world 
stocks are the lowest in eight years. So it is the 
worst kind of news to the hungry nations which 
the United States is feeding. | 

‘Hand-wringing now will not add a bushel to 
the crop, but-the bad news may revive interest 
in a plan, that was pushed aside 10 years ago. 
Henry A. Wallace, then Secretary of Agriculture, 
wanted the Governnient to buy and store grain 
and other staple crops in years of Surplus pro- 
duction, to be sold and distributed In years of 
low production. The idea was labelled the “ever- 
normal granary.” It originated in Old Testa- 
ment times with the Pharaoh’s dream of seven 
lean kine eating seven fat ‘ones, from which 
Joseph foretold seven poor crops after seven 
good ones, Joseph “suggested setting aside part 
of the corn produced in the good years, and the 
king made him food administrator. 

It would take extraordinarily large granaries 
to see American domestic and export demand 
through these last few war and recovery years. 


‘Whatever amount the Government might have 


stored then, there would probably still be some 
shortage now. But the situation would be 
mtich brighter than it is. And while we may 
hope there will not be another war, we may 


take it as gospel that there will be occasional | 


years of widespread crop failure. If war should 


eme, it might coincide with one or more lean 


crop years, which could be really catastrophic 
‘without stored stocks to carry us through. 

In 1937, three Brookings Institution economists 
condemned the ever-normal granary as “dan- 
gerous as well as unnecessary,” and the cquntry 
seemed willing enough to let their verdict stand. 
In 1947, there may be some growing disposition 
to view the iden more favorably.

President Truman will make another appeal 
for lower prices, according to an Administration 
spokesman. What are his chances? 

Certainly presidential economic counsel has 
sometimes been taken as gospel. In 1928, for 
instance, Andrew W. Mellon, President Coolidge’s 
Secretary of the Treasury, was saying: There is 
no cause for worry. The high tide of prosperity 
will continue.” He said that repeatedly. . Each 
time (until November 1929), stock prices rose. 

The National Industrial Recovery Act of 1933 
provides another example. It would take months 
to give the law force through individual indus- 


try codes, so Président Roosevelt urged everyone 


meanwhile to display the Blue Eagle—which 
meant taking a pledge not to reduce prices. 
Eagles appeared everywhere. The few hold-outs 
were branded chiselers, which was as bad as be- 
ing called a Communist is today. 

On other occasions, however, the presidential 
counsel has fallen on deaf ears. President Tru- 
man himself has appealed several times for price 
modbration. Long ago, in January, 1930, Presi- 
dent Hoover said he saw definite signs that pros- 
perity was just around the corner, but business 
responded by laying off still more men. 

The difference between advice followed and 
advice disregarded is this: Floors under prices, 
such as the NRA was, are more popular with 
business men than either voluntary or OPA ceil- 
ings over prices. On the upgrade, the business 
community believes in what will put the most 
birds in the hand. On the downgrade, it believes 
what force of unpleasant events makes it believe. 

Either the business community curbs inflation 
soon or the calamity of depression may do it 
later. Mr. Truman’s duty is to plead for modera- 
tion.

The French Government of Socialist Pre- 
mier Ramadier and Catholic Foreign Min- 
ister Bidault won a victory when Secretary 
of State Marshall agreed to delay the ex- 
ecution of the United States order to Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay in Berlin to increase Ger- 
man output. On the basis of this victory, 
Ramadier and Bidault received an over- 
whelming vote of confidence in Parliament 
for their support of the Marshall plan.

to any “social experimentation” in 
the Ruhr at the moment. This is not so 
much the line of the State Department ag 
of other branches of the Government. Amer- 
ican officials contend that any settlement 
of this complicated issue would arouse po- 
litical passions and anterfere ‘with produc-

Given the political temper today in ng 
land, in France, in Germany and in Eu- 
rope generally, the immediate decision could 
only be socialization, That is why the 
American plea for delay is regarded as an 
effort to savé Germany for capitalism. 


How to Be Unpopular 


The ' conviction that America hoped to 
build up Germany not only as a bulwark 
against Russian Communism but also 
against British. and Western European so- 
clab democracy would make the United 
States endlessly unpopular in Europe and 
doom to failure the current endeavor to 
unite the nen against chaos and Com- 
munism. 

The old 3 in Europe, and Asia, 
is finished. The only way to stop Com- 
munism is through social democracy or 
mixed economy, a combfnation of state and 
private ownership, The prospect of restor- 
ing capitalism in Europe is dim, and prac- 
tical efforts in that direction might drive 
Europe into the arms of Russia. 

If France believed that the United States 
was rebuilding Germany and a capitalist

Germany. to boot, the Frenc 
ment and 


party would gain a powerful a 
hundreds of thousands of votes. 


A few wise men in Washington realize 
this, but here is one more case where 
knowledge makes no dent on a social sys- 
tem. Govérnments cannot help being true 
to themselves. Just as the regimes in Last- 
ern Europe have been created in the image 
of Russia and are adopting an increasing 
number of her dictatorial ways, so Ameri- 
ca seeks to export the essential feature of 
her system, which is capitalism. 


The Ruhr: Key to Europe 


This is not an unbroken rule. 
the United tes has favored thé national- 
ization of industry. America has given the 
British Labor Government a loan of $3)- 
750,000,000 which strengthened Attlee and 
Bevin. The American Military Government 
in Germany has declared that provincial 
governments may introduce economic so- 
cialization if they wish. 

But the Ruhr is the economic key to 
Europe, and the United States is hot ready 
to see that key turned toward Socialism, 
It wants to wait; maybe the Socialist mood 
will blow over. 


I think just the opposite is likely to hap- 
pen. Germans who note the attempt to 
check socialization will become easy tar- 
gets for the Communist ‘contention that 
American capitalism is converting Europe 
into an economic colony. 


If President Truman, Secretary Marshall 
and some of their conservative advisers are 
under the illusion that they can erect a 
capitalist Europe around à capitalist Ger- 
many, they will be committing one of those 
historic blunders which end in a . 
disaster. 


The healthy, progressive alternative would 
be to combine the industries of Western 
Germany with those of Northern France, 
Belgium, Holland and Luxembourg into one 
mammoth unit run by an international au- 
thority on the TVA pattern and destined, 
later, to be the main asset and stay of an 
effective United Nationa, 


THE DIRIGIBLE ISN’T DEAD

Successful Farm Co-Ops 


THEY DID, IT IN INDI x

In spite of all the efforts of congressional 

investigators and pressure groups, what 

has been done by Indiana Farm Bureau 

Co-operatives is not likely to be undone. 
“There is hardly any limit to the possi- 

bilities for service which the farmers of 
the state can provide for themselves 
through their co-operatives,” Mr. Turner 
writes. This bad news for monopolies and 
tight trade associations may be duplicated 
in any of the United States, rural or urban, 
where prices, quality and services are out 
of line with realities. 


Back in the 208, when quotations on 


‘farm products fell. disastrously without a 


corresponding reduction in prices of farm 
machinery and other supplies, agriculture 
realized that it was dhe only industry that 
was forced to buy at retail while selling at 
wholesale. An offer of simplified distribu- 
tion methods for fertilizer through Farm 
Bureau county offices was spurned by the 
manufacturers, In consequence, Indiana 
farmers have today their own co-operative 
fertilizer plants and the advantage of lower 
competitive prices.

3 same course has been . to 
0 seeds of known o * quali 2 
When disease spread —— — 
chicken yards, these farmers, — with 
agricultural experts of Purdue University, 
set up their own disease-free breeding 
flocks and chick hatcheries, 


Not satisfied with the commercial supply 
of tractor fuel and oil, they began trucking 
gasoline and kerosene from a refinery at 
Lemont, Ill., and even mixed their own lu- 
bricating oils. Today these co-operators 
own a refinery and oil wells in Gibson 
county, Ind., with a tank truck distribution 
— which delivers to the farms of mem- 


» What had happened, of course, was that 
as the farmers entered into distribution, 
margins were decreased by competition to 
such a point that the only place where real 
savings could still be made was in actual 
production. 


This expansion into processing was ac- 
celerated by the growing hostility of trade 
interests. The little country elevators that 
had been distributing lumber and coal, hav- 
ing reason to believe that their supplies 
might be cut off, acted in self-defense. In- 
diana co-operators now own two lumber 
millg at Pine Bluff, Ark., and a share in 
Kentucky coal mines. 


* « * 


Indiana is no less prosperous for this 
wide. development. On the contrary, as 
farmers succeed in lowering their cost of 
production in the field, it is evident that 
small-town business in general will find 
customers have more money to spend. The 
large corporations, however, having been 
checkmated on the economic front, have be- 
gun a political attack. 


Mr. Turner's conclusion is sound, that 
farmers in their own defense must develop 
a better understanding with organized 
labor and a widened relationship wit 
townspeople in general, perhaps thrpusgh 
support for co-operative hospitals, house- 
hold supply and a system. of adult educa- 
tion.

This is a luxury enjoyed by the 
stay-at-homes. The Americans, 
military and civilian, who are 
actually coping with 40,000,000 
Germans are face to face with a 
grim realty. 

The stay-at-homes ignore the 
reality or they conveniently for- 
get it. Therefore, it might be 
well at the outset to restate that 
grim reality. 


Dismemberment at Potsdam. : 


As a result of the Potsdam Big 
Four meetings two years ago, 
Germany was cut up into several 
parts. Poland was given a chunk 
of territory in the t, including 
the Silesian coal mines. The 
balance was divided into four 
zones, one each for the Soviet 
Union, the British, the United 
States and France. 

With the deepening split be- 
tween Russia and the- West, these 
zones have been increasingly 
walled off as separate little 
worlds. An important step has 
just been taken in uniting the 
economies of the British and the 
United States zones. This will 
bring definite benefits. But its 
effect is necessarily linfited by 
the geography of truncated Ger- 
many. 

The supremely important fact 
is this: in the part of Germany 
that went to Poland and in the 
Russian zone is the great food- 
producing area. The United 
States and Britain, in their zones, 
got scenery in Bavaria and in- 
dustry in the Ruhr and the north 
but no food. France got some 
industry the Saar. 


If U. S. Were Cut Up. 


You can imagine how this would 
work if you cut the United States 
into similar pieces. In one zone 
would be the northeast with its 
vast industry. In another zone 
would be the great breadbasket of 
the Middie West and the South. 
The Pacific West, with its scenery 
and its developing industry, would 
be in still another zone.

The Realities in Germany 


BERLIN. 
ERE in the ruins of Hitler's Reich, the United States seems 
a long way off. It seems very remote to the Americans who 
are struggling to administer a part of divided Germany. 


In the combined British and 
Anierican zones are approximately 
40,000,000 Germans. To keep them 
alive on a low diet will cost $625,- 
000,000 this year for supplies 
brought in chiefly from the United 
States of America. | 


Americans Pay the Bill. 


Those supplies have “to be 
brought in because the industrial 
products of the Ruhr cannot. be 
exchanged for the food of Eastern 
Germany. That is the root trouble 
of the British and the ericans. 
It is the argument they use in 
urging that the level of ‘steel pro- 
duction in the Ruhr be raised 
from 5,000,000 or 6,000,000 tons to 
10,000,000 tons. oer 

It is why American and British 
administrators argue the necessity 
for exports from their zones. With 
some exports, the 40,000,000 Ger- 
mans might be able to begin to 
pay for the food that has to be 
brought in to keep off starvatfon. 

The crux of it is right here— 
who pays the bill? Even though 
they are a long way from home, 
our administrators know that the 
American taxpayer will not go on 
indefinitely paying haif (or more 
than half) of $625,000,000 a year to 
keep 40,000,000 Germans alive. 

The matter of pay is becoming 
more and more acute. The British 
are making it plain that they will 
not be able to go on much longer 
meeting their share of the bill. 
That means the United States 
would be expected to shoulder the 
entire $625,000,000 if things con- 
tinue as they are, 


Easy, but Costly Course. 


The easy alternative, of course, 
is to pull out. That would mean 
sooner or later seeing all of Ger- 
many go Communist. Hunger 
would produce complete break- 
down—and Communism is always 
the heir to collapse. 

This is an oversimplification of 
the German dilemma. In its com- 
plications it reaches into every 
phase of European politics. But 
in essence, those 40,000,000 Ger- 
mans with no sufficient source of 
food. are the reality that night 
and day sits on the shoulders of 
the American administrators. | 

Not all the theories in the world 
can alter that reality. You can- 
not, as one European put it, repeal | 
history, and these 40,000,000 hu-

STCRRS, Conn., Aug. 27 (AP)—

important in chemistry, biology 
and physics, was reported here 


today by Dr. Alexandre Rothen, 
physical chemist at the Rockefel- 
ler Institute for Medical Re- 
search. 

Rothen, speaking before the So- | 
ciety for the Study of Develop- 


ment and Growth, described ex- $ 


periments in which he separated 
molecules by a film and found 
that interaction had taken place. 


The film was impenetrable by 
other known tests, he said, and 
the interaction indicated that’ 
there were “long range forces” at 
work between the molecules. 
Dr. Irving Langmuir, 1932 No- 

bel prize winner in chemistry, de- 
scribed Rothen’s work as revolu- 
tionary and of major importance. 
Langmuir, associate director of 
research for the neral Electric 
Co., said a basic theory in chem- 
istry and other fields had been 
that molecules did not interact 
unless they were in contact. 

First report of Rothen’s work 
impressed him as “absolutely fan- 
tastic,” said Langmuir, but a re- 
view of data showed that the 
Rockefeller Institute researcher 
Ahad “proved experimentally the 
existence of long range forces” be- 
tween molecules.

‘SOCIALIZED MEDICINE’. BY U.S. 
MISSION FOR JAPAN CHARGED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27 (UP)— 
Representative Harness, (Rep.), 
Indiana, said today a federal 
health mission is being sent to 
Japan to foster “socialized medi- 
cine” there. He urged the mission 
be held up until his committee 
can complete an investigation, 

Harness is chairman of a 
House subcommittee on propa- 
ganda in the executive depart- 
ments. He said a preliminary in- 
quiry convinced his group that 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Allied 
commander in Japan, did not re- 
quest the sending of the mission.

DETROIT, Aug. 27 (AP) — With 
$45 to more than $225 added to the 
price-tags of new passenger cars 
manufactured throughout the au- 
tomobile industry, producers indi- 
cated today that the line would 


hold for the rest of the year. 

But prospective buyers, eyeing 
the price boosts announced by the 
Ford Motor Co. and Studebaker 
Corp., completing the round of in- 
creases, wondered if changes con- 

for 1948 models would 
send the cost of their new cars 
still higher. 

Studebaker, last of the makers 
to mark up prices, announced from 
South Bend, Ind., last night that 
$50 to $115 would be added to its 
car and truck models. The in- 
creases were: Champion model, 
$85; commander, $98; land cruiser, 
$115, heavy trucks, $50, and light 
trucks, $85. 

The action followed by a few 
hours a Ford announcement of 
increases ranging from $86 to $229 
on Lincoln, Mercury and so-called 
“luxury” models. Sunday, the 
Ford concern, which earlier in the 

had cut prices, announced 
of $62 to $90 on Ford stand- 
ard models, 

Other recent price increases—all 
attributed to increased manufac- 
turing and materials costs—in- 
clude: Chevrolet, $57 to $70 on 
standard models, $170 on station 
wagons; Plymouth, $75 to $85 on 
popular models, $130 on “special 
deluxe” station wagon; Hudson, 
$45 to $95; Cadillac, $66 to $168; 
Packard, $92 to $200. 

Industry observers indicated that 
re-tooling planned for 1948 models 
might run into millions of dollars 
and might mean further advances 
in retail prices next year. 

Current increases. producers 
pointed out, stemmed from an es- 
timated $150,000,000 added to an- 
nual payrolls plus big advances in 
the price of materials, tools, dies 
and other equipment. .

cently visited a large number 
of European countries on behalf 
of the children’s emergency fund 
of the United Nations, journeyed 
up here on this hottest of hot 
days to tell me of conditions 
among children in Europe. She 
wonders how we are going to tell 
people in this country what really 
is happening to children in other 
parts of the world and how it 
will affect our own future well- 
being if a remedy for these con- 
ditions is not shortly found. 

Dr. Eliot told me of going 
through two institutions in Ro- 
mania where children from the 
areas that suffered a famine last 
year are being cared for. .The 
children were in bed because they 
were too weak to get up, and the 
only sign of life was the fact that 
their eyes followed her. No other 
motion, no sound of any kind 
came from them.

DR. ELIOT said she had 
thought she knew what starved 
children looked like—she had seen 
pictures of famine in India and 
China. But here were people who 
knew as much about the care of 
children as we do, and yet she 
saw children in almost unbeliev- 
able condition.

OTHER says I'll always 
count time for years to come 
from my first safari.

From West's point of 
view this selection had a highly 
gratifying outcome! East put up 
the diamond ace and returned the 
ten, which West of course ruffed. 
Now, shrewdly assuming that 
there would be no chance to find 
East with another ace, West . 
boldly underled his own ace of 
hearts, and declarer promptly fell 
into the trap. He did, it is true, 
go into a long huddle, but his 
final decision was to let the lead 
ride to his own ten-spot. East 
therefore found himself in posses- 
sion of the trick with the queen, 
and though he must have been 
somewhat surprised, he recovered 
in time to return another dia- 
mond, West’s second ruff defeated 
the contract one trick and his 
heart ace brought another 100 
points to his team. a 


It was bad luck, of course, that 
declarer ran into a singleton dia- 
mond which West had had the 
nerve to lead, but South’s “guess” 
in the heart suit earned him ab- 
solutely no credit! Quite aside 
from the fact that when two aces 
are missing it is usually wise to 
play each defender for one of 
them, in this case it was manda- 
tory to put up the F--rt king 
from dummy! The sole point was 
to make it as difficult as possibie 
for East to get in again for an- 
other diamond return, and ob 
viously enough, there was more 
chance that would be shut 
out by the viev of the heart king 
than by a lower card.

PPARENTLY the handsomest compliment that can be paid to 
A: woman pianist is to say that she plays like a man. Perhaps 

it is time to reverse this habit and compare the conquering 
males, who manage to avoid the vulgar abuse of rubato and dis- 
tortions of accent and dynamics, 
to their more elegant and dis- 
criminating female colleagues. I 
was led into this line of thought 
by listening in succession to the 
records of five women pianists, 
They all performed with con- 
sistent perceptiveness and dig- 
nity; that is, they played with 
taste and I wondered, in pass- 
ing, if one could assemble five 
leading men pianists who would 
be as free from lapses into 
sheer exhibitionism. 

The only one of the five who 
can be described as “mannered” 
is Maryla Jonas, the Polish 
pianist. She carries over some 
of the rhythmic peculiarities of 
her Chopin into a group of 
Schubert Waltzes and the 
Schubert Impromptu Opus 90 :
